GENERAL  150AKD  OF  HEALTH. 


Newmarket,  13rd  January,  1851. 

My  Lokds  and  Gentlkmkn, 

In  obedience  to  your  instructions  I proceeded,  on  the  22nd 
inst.,  in  the  forenoon,  to  hold  a public  meeting  at  the  Rutland 
Arms  Hotel,  in  this  town. 

Notice  of  tliis  meeting  was  advertized  in  the  Cambridge 
Chronicle,  and  Cambridge  Independent  Press  Newspapers  of  the 
4th  inst.,  and  was  affixed  to  the  usual  public  places  in  Newmarket. 

This  further  inquiry  was  necessary  in  order  to  carry  into  eifec": 
the  n'comniendations  on  the  subject  of  boundary,  contained  in  my 
report  of  the  22nd  of  September,  1849,  in  which  1 propose  to 
include  in  the  district  of  Newmarket,  not  only  the  whole  of  the 
petitioning  parishes  of  Newmarket  St.  Mary’s  and  Newmarket 
All  J^aints,  but  pansofthe  contiguous  and  non-petitioning  parishes 
of  Wood-Ditton  and  Exninij. 

4'Ik*  meeting  was  tolerably  well  attended,  and  the  details  of  the 
propo.'cd  Boundary,  and  the  general  subject  of  the  application  of 
the  Public  Health  Act  to  Newmarket,  were  discussed  at  some 
length.  The  evils  oi  the  present  system  were  bv  several  speakers 
pressed  strongly  upon,  and  seemed  to  be  admitted  by,  the  meeting. 
In  the  course  of  the  discussion  I endeavoured  to  remove  various 
very  incorrect  notions  which  prevailed  as  to  the  power  and  pro- 
visions of  the  Act,  and  I heard  at  great  length  what  was  advanced 
against,  and  in  favour  of,  the  proposed  Boundary. 

In  conclusion  I have  only  to  rej^eat  the  recommendations  cou- 
taiiie  1 in  the  (’Gtli  paragraph  of  my  report  already  cited.
